Thus noty here previiled, Hut doss that
matier differ from the law of unity ¥ I« it ann-
hiluted or only mmtilated ¥ BExperiment wopld
thow that matler wns neyer destroyed, but only
chfinged, simply brought jrom one form ot
another. Tous matter, while obeying the law
ol gravity, obeys the law ol nover being aes-
troved.

Force of matier 1= recognized mostly by
motion. Mollon gives us the conception of
something that is moved, which associntes with
itsell space. When an object moves it ls not by
n foree ot itself, but it 1 smmply an  uction or ex-
bibition of lorce. Force cannot be suppused to
be destroyed, becsuse the fint of God may boe
righdy jugced to declare that while matter cans
not be destroyed, force is likewlse eteroal,
Motion can be changed In it mode of plicuo-
mena into light, neut, elecurieity, magonetism,
sonnd.

The Professor then proceeded to demonstrite
practically that the stidy of natute would unfold
gems and trensares of poetry aud romnnce; that
chemistry and patural philosophy contmned the
materials for enjoyment and instruction in ample
profusion,

The tirst experiment consisted in plazing an in-
visible, impalpable azency into balaocing cones,
so that the cones were alternately projectod ap-
ward and downward. A large series of experi-
ments were periormed by the Professor, with
interesting, curious, and startling effects,  Yet,
when the explanations were given, the resulis
produced were evideatly lounled on scientific
princinles, The paper cone that was borne down-
wara by the inpouring of an invisible agent was
filled with chokedawmp, heavy air, or carbonie
aeid, The reversed cone thet was propelied up-
ward was fllled from underneath with hydrogen,
much lighter than common air,

Professor Rogers presented, in corroboration
of the prineiples whieh he had envneiated in his
opemng address, many experiments, the [mpul.lr
deseriptions of whirh wouald be impossible, but
the beholding of which was profoundly inte-
resting.

Protessor Rogers, returning thanks for the aid
rendered by his assistanc, by Dr, Hont, Mr, Par-
rish, Dr, Dorens, ot New York, and other dis.
tinguished gentlemen, for the ensulng experi-
ment, exhibited, by shadows custion o screen, a
beautilul lustravon of the decompoesition ol
water by galvanic action, the bydrogen and oxy-

n gases {reed being magnitied o a8 to be visi-
ile to the entire audience,

Atter other pleasing experiments, ilustrative
of the immutable lsws governing thetorces of
uature, the lecvurge would have concladed his
discourse, hud vot the unanimous voice of the
audience reqguesced itse extension, asnd near 11
o'clock the vast assembly disperved, highly edi-
flied and delighted with the evening's eotertnin-
ment,
